"The radio world from 30-54 MHz." 

A basic understanding of the mechanics of skip propagation is use- 
ful when DXing on any band. The same mechanics apply in asic form whe- 
ther we are discussing the E layer, (sporadic E or Es), or the F2 layer. 

Above approximately 2 MHz, virtually all of the energy radiated 
from a tronsmitting antenna travels only as far from the xtr as 
the radio horizon ALONG THE GROUND. The radio horizon is roughly the 
Same distance as the visual horizon, (i.e. line of sight), PLUS anoth- 
er third of that distance. If the antenna is 100 ft above average terr— 
ain (AAT), and the visual horizon is 10 miles, then the radio horizon 
is 10 plus 3.3 or 13.3 miles, Beyond that distance the majority of the 
energy radiated from the antenna ceases to continue following the sur- 
face of the earth and meanders off thru the atmosphere, stratosphere, 
and finally the ionosphere. ; 

If you are receiving the Signal of the station at perhaps 25 miles, 
you are receiving the "fall-out" portion of the radiated energy which 
is trapped within the layer of air closest to the earth's surface. AS 
this trapped energy moves farther from the xtr, it is attenuated by 
each mile it travels until it eventually exhausted. At or near the ra- 
dio horizon it is very easy to receive this fall-out, but to receive 
the very weak signal yet remaining at 100 miles requires a very sensa- 
tive receiver and effective receiving ontenna, 

But what happens to the primary energy - the signal which travels 
away from the earth's surface ata tangent angle beyond the radio hor- 
izon? It eventually reaches the ionosphere, and in VHF spectrum the 
first layer with which we are concerned is the E layer. This layer hes 
® normal height of 50-70 miles. To picture its effect on radio/TV sig- 
nals, visualize a clandestine re-brodcast Station with a tower that 
varies from 50-70 miles high. It can pick up any strong signal within 
its own radio horizon and rebrodeast that signal in the opposite dir- 
ection to its other radio horizon, Since this "tower" is 50-70 miles 
tall it has a radio horizon of 700-750 miles, not just 13.3 miles.as 
with the 100 ft tower! Of course this clandestine station has its lim- 
itations; A, it rebrodcasts only in the opposite direction from the 

receiving direction, (e.g., receive from east, BC west.) 
B. it is not a fixed-location station, hence its constant 
moving affects your reception devending on whether it 
moves toward or away from you, or along parallel lines, 
C. its power changes constantly causing fading at the rcvr. 
D. its cower source is unknow so we cannot predict or con- 
trol it from here on earth, even to turn it on or off. 
E. it USUALLY must be half way between you and the station 
it is rebrodcasting; if you drew a line from original 
Station to you, the re-BC xtr is at the half-way point 
at a height of 50-70 miles, equidistant from each end. 

These are the primary conditions which must be met for our magico. 
E layer rebrodcast unit to function as mentioned, but there is another 
point to be mentioned. As the operating power increases, so also does 
the maximum frequency increase. For exemple, when the power (strength) 
is sufficient to re-brodcast channel 6, (82-88 MHz), over a path of 
14@0 miles, at the same time it is capable of re-brodcasting channel 2 
(54-60 MHz) only 700 miles. In other words, the same clendestine xtr 
will: re-brodcast different channels different distances at the same 
time. (For example, let us say thcre is a clandestine hovering over 
Wichita, Kansas. Some one in North Dakota receives a Texas station on 
ch.6, like Corpus Christi; but someone in Texarkana receives North 
Platte, Nebraska on ch.2 -- a considerably shorthr distance!) 
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This special relationship between overall power (of the clondcstine 


xtr) ond the distance it will cover on a given frequency or channel is 
the basis for the importance we attach to monitoring DX in the 30-50 


MHz bend for skip conditions, The following table illustretcs this:

PART IL: INEXPENSIVE WAVETRAPS 
FROM TRANSMISSION LINE 


‘™ part I, it was noted that wavetraps are highly desirable for reducing adjacent 
channel interference or harmonic interference caused by a strong local or a strong Dx. 
station. Instructions for constructing effective wavetraps from 300 ohm line (stubs) 
were given, along with a formula for determining the approximate length of line for 

a trap for any frequency and type of transmission linc. 


ADJUSTABLE TRAPS 


Enough insulation can be stripped from a single length of transhission line to permit 
adjustment from ch. 2 to ch. 13 as needed. This can be tricky, however, since the hang- 
ing conductors could accidentally short and tune the stub to a shorter length. 


Accidental shorting can be prevented by mounting the conductor portion on a board 
(yardstick is ideal) and keeping the conductors spread with thumbtacks or staples. 
Figure 2 shows this arrangement. Channels 2 through 6 (and, of course, 7 through 83) 
then can be trapped by moving a shorting device (wire with alligator clips at each end) 
between the exposed conductors on the yardstick. However, the conductor portion now 
has a velocity factor of almost 1.0 (frec space); therefore the overall electrical 
length of the stub must be increased. Since the conductor portion between ch. 2 td 
is about 30 inches, the electrical length of this portion must be increased to .é ba 
30 or about 33.5 inches. Therefore, at ch. 2, add about four inches, for an #¢ tyr 
stub length of 86" + 4" = 90", io 


. Graduations on the yardstick are convenient reference points. For example, if positioned 
as Shown in Figure 2, O inches could equate Ch.2, 5.5 inches might equal ch. 7, 8.0 
inches might equal ch. 3, etc. A chart can be sct up to equal all channels to an 
equivalent dimension of the yardstick. If interference fron 6 meters (50 to 54 MHZ)

Traps work equally well at UHF. From the chart, however, it is apparent that len-ths 
are short. In fact, a 1/8 inch movement will shift the trap by one channel (6 MHZ). 
It may be better to tune a 3/2 wavelength stub. Or, build the adjustable trap for 
ch. 2 through 6; traps for all UHF channels will fall in this range. 


A STUB THAT AMPLIFIES? 


The stub, as explained in Part I, works by reducing the signal on a given frequency. 

But stub builders -- especially those who build the adjustable type -- may find (to 

their delight) that the Signal of a given channel increases when a stub is shorted at 

a given point! This is not a function of the 1/2 wavelength stub, but rather a ) 
phenoninum caused by tuning out the reactance of the antenna to reduce standing waves PA 
and allow more signal to be delivered to the receiver. (Do not expect this to happen on y)

TRAPS USING OTHER TYPES OF TRANSMISSION LINE 

Traps may be built from any type of transmission line. In fact, other types (only flat
